The Right Rev. Joseph F. 
Moonev, Administrator of the arch- 
diocese of New York, made public 
a petition asking for "Self De- 
termination for Ireland." It was ad- 
dressed to President Wilaon and 
signed by 1,021 priests of the 
archdiocese. The committee In 
charge coneists of the following 
well known clergymen: Right Rev. 
James J. Flood, P. R.; Right Rev. 
joh\j P. Chldwlck, n. v.; Very Rev. 
Chancellor John J. Dunn, Very Rev. 
Charles A. Casnldy. P. R.. V. R.; 
Rev. John F. Kelehan, Rev. John 
F. Brady. D. D. The petition, when 
sent out for signatures, carried this 
explanation <by the eommlMee: 

"The petition supports the 
famous declarations of our honored 
President regarding international 
rights and law. It conveys the hope 
that the State of Ireland mny Kit 
Improved because of our President's 
principles. We forward it for stg- 
nature In the belief it will accord 
with your personal views. As the 
President leaves the oouhtry on 
December 8 it Is essential to have 
an immediate reply that the peti- 
tion may be in his bands on Satur- 
day, November SO." 
The petition follows: 
"To the President of the United 
Btates: We, the undersigned priests 
of the Roman Catholic archdlorese 
of New York, respectfully petition: 
That the standards of justice for 
nations, which have been formu- 
lated by you, and which, appealing 
alike to friend and foe, have has- 
tened to a successful conclusion 
this great war, be applied unro- 
servedly to the problems of peace 
conference. That therefore the 
great principles of 'Self Determina- 
tion' be rar.de applicable to Ireland 
as well as to other small nations. 

"We urge that 'Self Determina- 
tion for Ireland," in accordance with 
your memorable enunciation of the 
American doctrine of government, 
have your generous support at th« 
peace conference; and we believa 
that the solution through you of the 
age-long Irish trouble will add to 
the lustre of our country's great- 
ness." 

Father R. H. Tlerney, editor of 
America, aald: 

"The action of the clergy of tho 
archdiocese of New Yoric is but 
another proof that they sympathise 
with President Wilson in his desire 
to richt the wrongs done to small 
nations, Ireland included. He 
called us to war for the all-suffi- 
cient purpose of vindicating the 
rights of nations to live their Uvea 
untraiiimeled by alien masters. In 
his view every natloti without ex- 
ception should be allowed t o de - 
termlne its own form of govern' 
ment, and be made It clear that he 
Intended to see to it that this prin- 
ciple wonid be applied to all peoples 
without respect to their geographi- 
cal position or to their masters. 
Naturally such an appeal fell with 
P'tcullar sympathy on the ear of 
the most democratic folk In ths 
world, men of Irish blood. They 
Uocked to the colors in throngs, 
knowing well that the t President 
would keep his word and stand 
sponsor for the liberty of Ireland, 
too. ' There is no doubt of the 
President's intention in regard to 
this Important matter, but the 
priests who know their flocks well 
felt that It would bo a splendid 
thing to enhearten Mr. Wilson by 
letting h'm know that millions of 
Americans in and about the 
metropolis *are snre be will not lose 
ecurage in the face of the diffi- 
culties he will meet before he ac- 
eomplirties one of the great pur- 
popes of the war, self-de(ermlnatlo>i 
for Ireland, the home of bis 
father."

Lieut. Gov. J. W. Black made 
formal announcement of his candi- 
dacy this week for the Democratic 
nomination for CMnramor, and as 
our acting Governor has many 
friends in this section his candidacy 
was well received. Prof. H. H. 
Cherry will also be a candidate, 
and it has been rumored that Percy 
Haly may shy his hat In the ring 
or bo resi)on.silil(' for the entry of 
another candidate, who will bo 
known as Ilaly's person.il (hotce 
and a representative of that ele- 
ment who are not disposed to al- 
low prohibition to die its natural 
death. The Kentucky Irish Ameri- 
can is snivrised to see even the 
slis^test attempt to inject the dead 
issue of prohibition iiito Kentucky 
politics when it is conceded by 
men of all political faiths that in 
the next few months a sufficient 
number of States will have ratified 
the Federal amendment, leaving us 
with nation-wide prohibition long 
before the Kentucky political races 
will be decided. There are oUier 
and more Important questions to 
be considered by the voters of 
Kentucky, more Important to our 
vital Interests, and men should be 
selected for office with an abler 
qualification than the fact that thev 
are supporters of the dead and 
buried question of prohibition. 

Indications point to the election 
of a Democratic candidate for Gov- 
ernor, and next to securing an able 
man the voters will watch the pros- 
pective candidates for Auditor, Sec- 
retary of State and Treasurer, who 
comprise our i^tate Board of Valua- 
tion. Tom Rhea is mentioned 
strongly for Auditor as a reward 
for his campaign services this year, 
and none seem to object, but ihere 
are many and loud objections fo 
the report that the politicians have 
B^ed on Rodman Keenon for 
Treasurer. (Mr. Xeenon's candidacy 
wlH be opposed Btronfly for two 
reasons, one that be represents the 
men who are seeking to control 
this important board, and secondly 
hecause of his combine with the 
Repuhllran member of the Stato 
Klectlon Board last year In opposi- 
tion to the Demoaratlc party selec- 
tions. The State Board of Valua- 
tion and Assessments, which ha« 
powers to wreck or benefit corpora- 
tions and railroads, must be taken 
from the control of politicians 
whose course In the past has been 
detrimental to Kentucky's best In- 
terests. Once again the Kentucky

Dictation which strikes 
at the conduct of a man's household 
Is in direct opposition to the prin- 
ciples for which our country Just 
fought for Tn tho world war.

They gave me, absolutely free, 
200 boxes of cigarettes, twenty 
boxes of tobacco, twenty-flve pounds 
of candy and a supply of rosaries, 
medals, etc. I Immediately cpread 
the tidings to all Red Cross nurseu 
and now they know where to ask 
for thees things whan their pa- 
tients request them." 

This story was sent to John F. 
Phillips, receiving ship, Ellis Island, 
New York.

I know the 
road the young man without money or help must travel to 
win his way. I waa reared a poor boy on a poorer farm 
among the foothills of Southeaatem Kentucky, and, when 
the time came to sUrt out for myself and to try to get an 
education, I trudged my way on foot through mud and snow 
nuiny scores of miles across the mountains to the southwari 
to college, carrying on my back the all I possessed save for 
a will to do my beat, and now full of sympathy for all whoso 
road is rough and rugged, I come, after years of actual expe- 
rience in affairs, to ask the people of my native State to fill 
my cup of political ambition oy electing me Governor. 

If that they will do, I shall diligently strive to be worthy 
of that alluring honor, and to return to them the trust un- 
snlliad. 

The memory I treasure of the dead ao dear to my life, 
tender respect for the living and a soul fearleoa of duty, will 
keep me from disgracing Kentuckians or making them 
ashamed, and to you possessed of the soverdgnty of inde-
